HAD the opportunity to see first- 
hand last Friday the latest chapter 
in the decline and fall of the 

Democratic Party. 

The occasion was a major gala 
fundraising dinner for the party’s top 
luminaries, hosted by developer 
Walter Shorenstein and labor leader 
Bruce Lee. For $500 a plate, about 
900 people had the chance to sit in the 
Fairmont Grand Ballroom, eat a 
dinner that would make the stingiest 
airline food-service director envious 
and listen to a few words about unity, 
wisdom and the ‘‘Democratic 
agenda’’ from the likes of Ron 
Brown, Dick Gephart and Tom Foley. 

The invitation promised a cocktail 
reception, and I suspect I wasn’t the 
only reporter (or contributor) enticed 
by the prospect of meeting said lumi- 
naries face-to-face over a few shots of 
Old Crow, but as we all quickly 
learned, that wasn’t part of the ticket. 
There were actually two cocktail par- 
ties — one for the VIPs, off ina 
secret corner, with admission careful- 
ly restricted, and one for the ordinary 
rabble. The senators, congresspeople 
and hosts waited in the wings until the 
populace was safely seated before 
entering the ballroom, two-by-two, in 
a tightly controlled procession. 

The program, scheduled to begin 
“promptly at 7:35,’’ got underway 
around 8:30, with the requisite in- 
troductions and speeches by Brown, 
the party chairman, and Foley, the 
speaker of the House and the party’s 
symbolic leader in Washington. I had 
a glimmer of hope for a moment 
when Brown ceremoniously informed 
the assembled that they were ‘‘The 
party of the working men and women 
of America.”’ At least, I thought, the 
show might be entertaining. 

But not for long. In fact, that was 
the last laugh I got all night. By the 
time I managed to make a polite exit, 
the meaning of the “‘Democratic 
agenda’’ had become perfectly clear: 
Nobody had anything to say. 

A real good omen for 1992. 

This week’s cover story is also 
about empty hype. In the past two 
years, Wall Street (ever ready to 
capitalize on a trend) has discovered 
the environment. All over the coun- 
try, brokers are pushing a new group 
of mutual funds and stock trusts that 
promise to promote a cleaner, health- 
ier environment as well as yielding 
high returns. The public seems to love 
the idea: The funds are selling like 
cheeseburgers. 

But there’s something the brokers 
don’t always tell you. In some cases, 
these funds are actually investing in 
companies that rank among the worst 
polluters in the country. 

With the extensive help of the folks 
at Oakland’s Progressive Asset 
Management, we’ve managed to cut 
through the hype and sort out which 
funds are clean and which are dirty — 
which will deliver what they promise 
and which will turn your money into 
garbage. 

Now if only someone could do that 
for the Democratic Party... .

The mayor and the secrecy lobby 


bill to close one of the numerous glaring loop- 

holes in the state’s open-meetings and public- 
records laws, the same forces spring into action: 
The County Supervisors Association of Califor- 
nia, the League of California Cities and a collec- 
tion of highly paid private lobbyists representing 
individual cities and local agencies. 

Their line is always essentially the same: Tight- 
ening up the Brown Act, which requires local gov- 
ernments to do business in public, or the Public 
Records Act, which prevents them from keeping 
the paperwork of government secret, would place 
an undue burden on the poor city and county of- 
ficials, who find it so much more efficient to cut 
deals and make decisions behind closed doors. 
Besides, it’s unfair, since the open-government 
laws don’t apply to the state Legislature. 

These organizations and lobbyists, supported in 
large part with public money, have become a pow- 
erful secrecy lobby, fighting (often successfully) 
against the public interest. 

But in the past few years, open-government ad- 
vocates have begun fighting back, by exposing the 
way tax dollars are spent on the secrecy lobby, and 
by demanding that local officials direct their Sacra- 
mento lobbyists to support bills that strengthen the 
Brown Act and Public Records Act. That’s what 
the San Francisco Independent has done to pro- 
mote a bill by Senator Quentin Kopp (I-SF) that 
would extend the provisions of the Brown Act to 
special ad hoc task forces created by local officials 
to study or draft legislation. 

The Board of Supervisors is slated to consider on 
March 19th a resolution endorsing Kopp’s SB 1853 
and directing the city lobbyist to work for its 
passage. Mayor Agnos opposes the resolution. Ina 
March Sth letter to Supervisor Harry Britt, the 


F iis: TIME a state legislator introduces a 


mayor dredged up the standard, tired line: ‘‘The 
measure. . . would place an unfair burden on cities 
and counties because it singles out only local gov- 
ernments and does not apply to other levels of gov- 
ernment.’ The mayor stated that he would sup- 
port the bill ‘‘if it is amended so that it is extended 
to regional boards, the state Legislature, the state 
executive branch and the University of 
California.”” 

We’d be happy to.see state agencies forced to 
abide by the Brown Act, too. But we know — as the 
mayor knows — that it’s not going to happen any 
time soon. Agnos’s ‘‘unfair’’ argument is an old 
political trick. He’s demanding impossible condi- 
tions as a way to ensure the bill doesn’t pass. His real 
agenda is obvious and simple: He doesn’t want 
any new limits on his ability to run the city behind 
closed doors. 

The Kopp bill is the result of a long battle by the 
Independent to gain access to the meetings of the 
mayor’s task force on housing demolitions. Agnos 
and the City Attorney’s Office said the task force 
could meet in secret, since it wasn’t officially a pub- 
lic agency (although it included public officials and 
their appointees and was working to draft legisla- 
tion on a major public-policy issue). The Indepen- 
dent sued, but a judge ruled that the Brown Act did 
not cover the task force. 

Kopp’s bill would clear up that legal problem. 
The secrecy lobby is in full swing, trying to stop it in 
the name of fairness to local government. Support 
by the City and County of San Francisco would go a 
long way toward undercutting that position and 
help the bill move forward. The supervisors should 
reject the mayor’s phony argument, endorse the bill 
and send a clear message to Sacramento that the 
people of this city don’t want their tax dollars going 
to champion the cause of back-room government. 


Don’t threaten the homeless 


last week when he promised a Union 

Square business group that he could ‘‘end 
sleeping on the streets of San Francisco as a com- 
monplace occurrence’ this year — if business 
would pay part of the tab. His plan calls for sus- 
pending a scheduled reduction in the city’s main 
business tax and using the money to provide about 
1,400 new beds in new homeless shelters and 
hotels. Some business leaders, backed by Super- 
visors Tom Hsieh and Bill Maher, are gearing up to 
fight the tax levy. Others, especially those who 
have been complaining bitterly about the increased 
numbers of homeless asking for money, sleeping in 
doorways and generally undermining the upscale 
image of the tourist and shopping districts, are 
quite willing to pay the price if the mayor can make 
good on his promise. 

The mayor was right to demand that the hotel 
and boutique owners who profit from nice tidy 
streets help pay the costs of finding the homeless 
someplace else to sleep. But as housing advocates 
point out, his ambitious plan has a very disturbing 
side to it. 

Once the new beds are in place, Agnos promises, 
sleeping on the streets and in the parks ‘‘won’t bea 
choice we permit anyone.’’ To some, that sounds 
like a prelude to heavy-handed police action and 
civil’ liberties violations that could destroy the 
fragile spirit of cooperation and trust essential to 
addressing one of the nation’s toughest urban 
problems. : 

Last year, the mayor’s Homeless Task Force 
devised a master plan that would put San Francisco 
light years ahead of most other cities in helping the 
homeless get off the streets and eventually into the 
job market. But in his recent Union Square speech, 
the mayor framed his remarks in terms of 
“choices.” 

In appealing to his audience, Agnos quoted 
from a San Francisco Business Times editorial: 
“We do know we’re tired of the smell of urine on 
the streets, tired of the people who live in our park- 
ing lot...tired of being approached by pan-

handlers on every block, tired of being afraid of the 
more menacing street people.’’ While the mayor 
seemed sympathetic to those complaints, he 
argued that, the homeless currently have no choice 
— that they have no place else to sleep. 

However, he promised, by the end of this year, if 
his plan goes through, the homeless wil// have a 
choice. They will be able to take shelter in the city’s 
new facilities and let the city’s social workers help 
them back on their feet. According to homeless 
advocates, the 1,400 new beds won’t even begin to 
meet the current level of need. There are, they 
estimate, about 4,000 homeless people today who 
can’t find a bed each night. That means by the end 
of 1990, even with the new shelters, about 2,600 
homeless people will still be without a choice. And 
that doesn’t count the people who may join the 
ranks of the homeless as housing costs rise and 
evictions continue. Where will those people go? 

Bob Prentice, the mayor’s homeless coordin- 
ator, says the advocates” numbers are inflated. 
Prentice, however, admits that even the Mayor’s 
Office doesn’t have an accurate number of the 
homeless. That makes the mayor’s promise seem 
dubious at best. But beyond the wrangling over 
figures, nobody can dispute one basic fact: Some 
homeless people won’t want to deal with the social 
service bureaucracy or won’t accept the rules and 
conditions of city shelter life. What will happen to 
them? Will the police round them up each evening 
and throw them in jail? Will they be harassed and 
prodded to move on? Will they be taken to the 
shelters by force? 

Prentice insists there will ‘‘be no mass arrests.”’ 
But that’s hardly an ironclad guarantee that the 
rights of the homeless will continue to be respected 
and that the mayor won’t bow to merchant pres- 
sure to clean up the streets at any cost. 

If Agnos wants to win back the confidence of the 
homeless and the housing activists who support his 
master plan, he will need to do better. Before mak- 
ing statements that the homeless will not have the 
choice of sleeping on the street, the mayor should 
make sure that everyone has a choice.

We donut care 


It has been with amusement and disappointment 
that we have watched your coverage of events at 
Hastings College of the Law. Typical of your coy- 
erage has been your materially inaccurate and mis- 
leading account of the news article and editorial 
appearing in the Feb. Sth issue of the Hastings Law 
News (see Bay Guardian, 2/14/90). 

Apparently, Mr. Balderston views anyone who 
disagrees with him as siding with the enemy, and in 
this case, the enemy is the Hastings administration. 
Because we came out with an editorial strongly 
favoring the use of Hastings-owned Civic Center 
property as a courthouse and community law 
center, Mr. Balderston brands us as “‘strongly de- 
fending the [Hastings] administration’s stance,”’ 
and ignoring ‘‘Hastings’ miserable record in deal- 
ing with the surrounding community and its own 
tenants.’’ Mr. Balderston is simply wrong. 

Actually, the Law News is the first Hastings-re- 
lated entity publicly to favor such a use of the prop- 
erty. So far, the Hastings administration has simp- 
ly responded positively to a written request by the 
judges of the San Francisco Superior Court to ex- 
plore the idea of housing a courthouse on the Civic 
Center property. We go further and call for botha 
courthouse and a center for public interest law that 
could provide clinical experience for Hastings 
students and free legal services to the community. 
We think that both the students and the communi- 
ty would win under such a solution. 

In oversimplifying and polarizing the situation, 
Mr. Balderston actually comes out opposing the 
provision of free legal services to the people of the 
Tenderloin. 

As for our alleged support of the Hastings ad- 
ministration, our editorial in fact stated that 
Hastings’ behavior has ‘‘not always been ad- 
mirable,’’ and that the administration has demon- 
strated ‘‘bone-headed insensitivity’’ to the con- 
cerns of the neighborhood. 

Further, we find it ridiculous that the Bay 
Guardian would actually publish a minute-by- 
minute account of how Mr. Balderston spent his 
morning staking out Hastings. Really, we don’t 
care when he went to get a donut, and we doubt 
whether anyone, including the homeless, who he 
claims to represent, cares either.

PORT CONSIDERS 
EMINENT DOMAIN 
TO CLEAR DOCK 
FOR AQUARIUM 


THE PORT of San Francisco is 
considering the use of the power of 
eminent domain to take walkways and 
common areas connecting 18 private boat 
slips at Pier 39, a move designed to help 
clear the way for the proposed Underwater 
World aquarium. 

The move would represent a significant 
political and legal risk for the city and 
indicates that Port officials are willing to 
consider taking extraordinary steps to 
boost the flagging aquarium project. 

The use of eminent domain has not been 
discussed in public at the Port 
Commission. But a Feb. 20th letter from 
the Bay Conservation and Development 
Commission to Port Director Michael 
Huerta reveals that Huerta is considering 
the idea. 

The lessees of the 18 slips that would 
actually be destroyed have apparently 
agreed to sell their interests. But a 
significant number of the other slip owners 
in the marina argue that these 18 lessees do 
not have the right to sell their interests in 
the common areas: the docks, walkways 
and piers. 

It is to resolve that issue that the Port 
seems to be considering the use of eminent 
domain. But in his Feb. 20th letter, Alan 
Pendleton, BCDC executive director, 
questioned whether the Port actually had 
the right to take the common area by 
eminent domain. 

This questioning differs sharply from 
the San Francisco Planning Commission’s 
approach to the same problem: to consider 
the issue resolved by a city attorney’s 
vaguely written opinion that said the Port 
did indeed have the right to take the 
property. 

In previous discussions of the aquarium 
project, similar differences between the 
city Planning Commission and the BCDC 

have emerged. The proposal won Planning 
Commission approval in a relatively short 
time, but the BCDC has sent the plans 
back to the developer, Pier 39 Associates, 
four times, pointing out serious 
environmental problems with the design. 

If the Port decides it does have the right 
to use the power of eminent domain, it 
would in all probability set off a long, 
expensive legal battle — and a serious 
political controversy. As attorney Sue 
Hestor, who opposes the Underwater 
World project, noted, the use of eminent 


domain could make a whole lot of 
property owners nervous. ‘‘What,’’ she 
asked, “‘will prevent the Port from 
condemning any property that it sees as 
being more profitable in a different 
form?’’

LEGISLATORS 
JUMP ON 
SCHOOL-CHOICE 
BANDWAGON 


ARGUING THAT if parents can choose 
among public schools, ‘‘free-market”’ 
pressures will force schools to be 
responsive to ‘‘consumer needs,”’ 
California Senator Bill Leonard 
(R-Upland) has introduced a bill requiring 
California school districts to allow 
students to transfer, not only to any school 
within their district, but also to schools in 
other districts. 

Although Leonard argues this approach 
will lead to ‘‘parent empowerment,” 
parents, as represented by the state PTA, 
are not supporting his bill — and other 
major education forces, including teachers 
unions and the state Department of 
Education, oppose it. 

Leonard’s bill (SB1863) is one of three 
school-choice bills now pending in the 
state Legislature. Another (AB1411), 
sponsored by Assemblymember Charles 
Quackenbush (R-Saratoga), takes a more 
low-key approach, simply offering grants 
to consortia of school districts that choose 
to set up interdistrict transfer programs. 

But state PTA President Pat Dinsdale 
questioned whether transfer to other 
districts is a tool for ‘‘parental 
empowerment.”’ ‘‘What power will 
parents have,’’ she asked, ‘‘over the 
school board of a district they can’t vote 
in?’’ The PTA, she said, supports parent 
choice within a school district, but opposes 
approaches like Leonard’s, that require 
interdistrict transfers. ‘‘We feel parents 
and school districts should make their own 
decisions about what works best locally,”’ 
she told the Bay Guardian. 

Joan-Marie Shelley, president of the 
United Educators of San Francisco, sees 
other problems: ‘‘The analogy between — 
school choice and marketplace economics 
is not appropriate. There is no guarantee 
that the threat of student transfers will 
make the underachieving school better.”’ 

Susana Navarro, executive director of 
the Achievement Council, an Oakland 
education-reform group, agreed: ‘‘Most 
seriously troubled schools need focused, 
concentrated help to improve. They won’t 
get that help in a system that only says 
‘you’ve got to get better’ without 
providing them with resources and 
direction.”’ 

The state Department of Education is 
also skeptical about the claim that choice 
will make schools better. ‘“There are 
people who present school choice — which 
doesn’t cost anything — as education 
reform,’’ commented spokesman Stephen. 
Blake. 

Many parents and educators also point 
to ways interdistrict transfers can actually 
worsen economic inequality in schools:

Shelley said ‘‘only the more affluent 
families are able to transport their kids to 
suburban schools, especially with only 
partial funding for transportation. Not 
everyone can bail out.’’ Meanwhile, 
Assemblymember Marian La Follette 
(R-Northridge) has introduced a bill that 
takes a different approach to choice: 
AB175 requires school districts to hold a 
hearing on whether to establish ‘‘a school 
of choice,’ like San Francisco’s alternative 
schools, if more than 30 parents request it

FREEDOM OF 
INFORMATION 
DEFENDERS 


NEARLY FOUR decades have passed 
since Chronicle reporter Michael 
Harris blew the doors off California’s 
secret government, and fellow 
journalists are still trying to finish the 
task. 

At its annual freedom of information 
awards dinner March 22nd, the 
Northern California chapter of the 
Society of Professional Journalists will 
honor Harris, a Chronicle editorial 
writer, for his 1952 ten-part series on 
how California government agencies 
conducted the public’s business behind 
close doors. That series led to passage 
of the Ralph M. Brown Open Meetings 
Act, to which Harris wrote the 
preamble. 

The battle for open government 
didn’t end with the Brown Act. The 
Central California chapter of SPJ — 











— though after the hearing, it would be up 
to the school district to decide whether to 
set up the school. The state PTA supports 
this bill because it actually could create 
new kinds of educational programs, said 
Dinsdale. 

It was Navarro who summarized the 
skeptical view of the school-choice 
solution: ‘‘In theory,’’ she said, ‘‘school 
choice is a wonderful idea, but first let us 
make sure that all schools come up to 
standards.

DISASTER 
OF THE WEEK 


MATERIAL COLLECTED by a 
civilian police watchdog agen- 
cy to protect the rights of 
demonstrators may soon end 
up being used to support the 
efforts of federal undercover 
agents to blame demonstra- 
tors for an outburst of 
violence. And demonstrators 
who alleged that federal 
agents used excessive force 
may wind up facing charges 
themselves — based on 
evidence from those 
videotapes. 

Last week, a federal grand 
jury demanded that the San 
Francisco Police Commission 
turn over videotapes made by 
the Office of Citizen Com- 
plaints at a January demon- 
stration outside the Federal 
Building. 

For some time now, the 
OCC has been taping 
demonstrations. If any 
violence occurs, and if 
charges are filed against 
police officers, the tapes can 
provide an objective record of 
the events. Generally speak- 
ing, civil-liberties advocates 
have supported the taping as 
a means of protecting the 
rights of demonstrators. 

But when a group of pro- 
testers claimed they were 
assaulted by undercover 
federal marshals outside the 
Federal Building in January, 
the situation quickly became 
confusing. The complaints 
went to the San Francisco 
Police Commission. Before 
long, the Justice Department 
decided to launch its own in- 
vestigation of whether the 
demonstrators had assaulted 
the marshals — and began 
looking for evidence that 
some of the demonstrators 
may have burned an Amer- 
ican flag. As part of that in- 
vestigation, the grand jury 
subpoenaed the OCC tapes. 

Civil liberties lawyers say 
the Justice Department's in- 
vestigation appears to be a 
clear retaliation against peo- 
ple who protested the federal 
marshals’ behavior. It’s im- 
Proper to use OCC videotapes 
as evidence in that inquiry, 
they argue, since the OCC's 
purpose is to protect citizens 
from wrongful government 
action. 

Several people made that 
case before the commission 
last Wednesday. The commis- 
sioners, they argued, should 
resist turning over the tapes, 
and if nothing else, should 
speak out against the Justice 
Department's investigation. 
But the commissioners hid 
behind a city attorney's ruling 
that said they had to comply 
with the subpoena. 

That may be true, in a legal 
sense. But when the com- 
bination of events includes 
undercover federal agents, 
protesters complaining of 
abuse, allegations of flag- 
burning and video surveil- 
lance, the issues become as 
much political as legal. The 
commissioners treated the 
demonstrators’ arguments as 
silly; instead of taking on the 
tough policy issues, they 
ducked for cover. That didn't 
help anyone.

Talking Mission Bay 


A NUMBER of city legisfative bodies will 
be conducting hearings about the 
proposed development plan for the 
315-acre site known as Mission Bay. 

The $2 billion development will have a 
huge impact on the quality of life in San 
Francisco, affecting housing costs, traffic 
congestion and office-space development. 

The proposed plan — worked out after 
two years of closed-door sessions 
between Mayor Art Agnos and 
representatives of Santa Fe Pacific Realty 
Corporation — was unveiled by Agnos 
and SFP last month. 

The plan now moves forward for public 
review. Before formal public hearings 
scheduled for May, the city Planning 
Commission will hold its first ‘‘workshop”’ 
on Mission Bay on March 29th, at 5 pm, 
in room 282 of City Hall. Representatives 
of city agencies will present the details of 
the land-use plan and the involvement of 
city agencies. 

A second meeting will be held on 
April 12th, also at 5 pm in room 282 of 
City Hall, to discuss the financial aspects 
of the development and its fiscal impact on 
the city. 

The second meeting will also address 
issues such as toxics on the site, the 
housing/jobs balance and other topics yet 
to be announced. 

Meanwhile, the Board of Supervisors has 
established a select committee that will also 
hold public hearings on Mission Bay. Those 
hearings have not been scheduled yet. 

Public attendance and active 
participation at these meetings is 
absolutely essential to ensure that the 
Mission Bay plan is not arbitrarily 
dropped into the laps of present and 
future San Franciscans. 

These meetings will not in themselves 
alter the Mission Bay proposal. But they 
can send a message to Santa Fe Pacific and 
city officials that the residents will not 
stand by and let their city be overrun. 

And the citizens actually have a say in 
this project. To build some 5 million 
square feet of office space, the project will 
have to be granted an exemption from 
Proposition M regulations, which limit the 
amount of highrise construction to 
475,000 square feet annually. 

The project is now on the fast track. 

The Prop M exemption vote is planned 
for November, and you can expect the 
campaign to be be waged with a great deal 
of money. 

The final environmental impact report is 
due to be presented at the Planning 
Commission’s May public hearings. 

This project will alter the quality of 
living in San Francisco well into the next 
century. People in San Francisco have an 
opportunity to determine if that impact 
will be positive or negative.

Ballpark probe lurches on 


ON MONDAY, March Sth, Sacramento 
developer and sports impressario Gregg 
Lukenbill appeared before the San Fran- 
cisco Criminal Grand Jury and gave his 
version of the events that led up to the 
now infamous, last-minute anti-ballpark 
flier. 

The very next day, a synopsis of 


Lukenbill’s closed-door testimony 
appeared in the San Francisco Examiner. 
The story, by Examiner reporter Andrew 
Ross, revealed details about Lukenbill’s 
phone calls on behalf of the anti-ballpark 
mailer that could only have come from 
inside the grand jury session — which was, 
like all criminal grand jury proceedings, 
legally closed to all but the jurors, the 
District Attorney’s Office and the wit- 
nesses. Even a witness’s lawyer can’t come 
into the room during the proceedings. So, 
did Lukenbill leak the details of his 
testimony? Not according to Ross’s story, 
which said ‘‘Lukenbill declined to 
comment’’ on the matter. 

Was Ross’s source Lukenbill’s attorney, 
Ephraim Margolin? I called Margolin to 
ask. His response was a chuckle, followed 
by a blanket denial that neither he nor his 
client had spoken with the press. This is 
the same Margolin who appeared on last 
Wednesday’s evening news slamming the 
IRS for attempting to force attorneys to 
reveal clients who have paid for legal 
services in cash. The IRS is allegedly after 
drug-smuggling clients and the attorneys 
who defend them. Does Margolin strike 
me as someone who might leak confi- 
dential information about his client to the 
press? No way in hell. 

So where is the leak coming from? 
Could it be one of the jurors? If so, that 
person is very unusual — the vast majority 
of grand jurors take seriously their legal 
admonition to shut up (or face severe 
penalties). 

That leaves the District Attorney’s 
Office. 

I called Deputy DA George Beckwith, 
who is handling the case, to ask him about 
the matter. Was Beckwith going to 
investigate the leaks? Would he be 
questioning the jurors? How about the 
people on his own staff? And who would 
be questioning Beckwith himself? 

He hasn’t returned my calls. 

But I remain curious: Why is it that 
testimony that could be damaging to the 
people involved in the anti-ballpark 
campaign and that supports the mayor’s 
crusade always seems to get leaked? 


Bits and pieces dept. 

A FEW WEEKS ago, I wrote about 
Supervisor Jim Gonzalez and his 
confrontation with San Francisco Weekly 
Editor Marcelo Rodriguez. Supervisor 
Gonzalez called me, and we discussed the 
item, sans confrontation. 

Gonzalez took exception with my 
suggestion that he had been coached 
before his arguments to the Board of 
Supervisors asking for Supervisor Terence 
Hallinan’s disqualification. ‘‘I am not 
coached by people, I coach people,”’ he 
said. ‘‘I coached Dianne Feinstein, and I 
coached Art Agnos.”’ 

Okedoke. 

Rumor has it that the long-range plan 
around City Hall — say around the year 
1996, is that after Art Agnos leaves office, 
Representative Nancy Pelosi plans to run 
for mayor. Yeah, it’s a little early for this 
sort of thing but it does make one wonder 
what exactly is being plotted for the future 
of room 200 in City Hall.

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KQED pulls plug on Dr. Science

SK DR. SCIENCE: For eight years, the world’s 

foremost expert,/on everything, Dr. Science, has been . 

solving such mysteries as ‘‘How come snails look so 
much like lips?’’ and ‘‘How did cars communicate before 
they had phones?”’ for listeners on KQED-FM’s morning 
radio. But no more. KQED has silenced Dr. Science (who is 
still heard on many public stations around the country). 

Why? I called Dr. Science, Dan Coffey, in Iowa City to 
ask. 

“Tt was a result of a conspiracy between the international 
communist party and the International House of 
Pancakes,’’ he explained. ‘‘And perhaps the Vatican’s in- 
cluded — I haven’t found out yet.’’ 

After some prodding, Dr. Science divulged, in a hushed 
tone, one of the other scientific hypotheses he’s working on 
about the matter. ‘“KQED is more like commercial radio 
now than it used to be,’’ he theorized. ‘‘In its desire to ex- 
pand its audience, it has become more like KCBS. Dr. 
Science is by its nature a whimsical feature and there’s no 
room for whimsy on this station.’’ Dr. Science is hoping that 
now a local commercial station will pick up his spoofs 
because he’s developed such a large audience. Strange media 
theorems at work. 


sorts have been eschewing tuna for a long time, but 

now the boycott is hitting it big. Herb Caen announced 
he’s giving up environmentally unsafe tuna sandwiches 
because he’s realized how many dolphins die in fishing nets 
— about 120,000 a year, according to Jane Kay’s front-page 
piece in the March 4th Examiner. 

But what about giving up milk-fed veal? Veal calves are 
taken from their mothers early, put into tiny stalls and fed a 
milky gruel that deprives them of essential nutrients in order 
to give them that sickly pale complexion people favor so 
much in North Beach restaurants. 

And hamburger? Consider: Agriculture is the leading 
cause of water pollution in the U.S., and most of it is due to 
livestock manure. Between 1960 and 1985, 40 percent of all 
Central American rain forests were destroyed to create 
pasture for beef cattle. The production of a pound of beef re- 
quires 2,500 gallons of water (it takes less water to feed a 
vegetarian for a year than a meat-eater for a month). If 
Americans reduced their meat consumption by 10 percent, 
there would be enough leftover grain to feed the 60 million 
people who starve to death each year. 

I wonder if Herb’s tried tofuburgers. 

It used to be the granola types, ecologists, who were 
depicted as hippie freaks in the media — extremists with odd 
personal habits like recycling. But lately, environmentalism 
has become a respectable issue and ecologists are suddenly 
“experts.’’ The same thing is apt to happen with animal 
rights, or the ‘‘humane movement,”’ as its less-radical par- 
ticipants call it. 

These days it’s mainly the Animal Liberation Front types 
who make the news, when they break and enter to liberate 
laboratory cats, or spray-paint women’s 80-pelt furs on 
Madison Avenue. But as more people become aware of all 
the cruel and unnecessary animal deaths each year — and as 
more advertisers make ‘‘cruelty-free’’ products that aren’t 
tested on animals — animal rights will become more respec- 
table, too. 

The issue is already making the front-page rounds in alter- 
native publications, including The Progressive and the 
Village Voice. And Peter Singer, author of the bible of 
animal rights, the newly-revised Animal Liberation, was pro- 
filed March 3rd in the People section of the Chronicle, with 
only one use each of the words ‘‘guerrillas” and ‘‘terrorists.”’ 


A: ANY MERMAID: Environmentally conscious 
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story of a Bakersfield farmworker who died after in- 

gesting pesticide. Despite years of efforts by the United 
Farm Workers Union to bring attention to the problem of 
pesticide poisoning (not to mention the appalling wages and 
conditions of farm workers), this story, which should have 
been on Page One, was buried. 

The death of the 26-year-old Jose Campos Martinez might 
have provided impetus for an investigation into why the 
deadly parathion is still being used at all in California, but no 
such luck. It was business as usual, with a “seemingly routine 
application of pesticide in which there was no evidence that 
Martinez’s employer. ..violated any state regulation,’’ ac- 
cording to the California Department of Food and 
Agriculture. Only in the final graf was there a quote by 
Dolores Huerta of the UFW saying the evil stuff ‘‘must be 
banned.”’ 

Other toxics: Not long after all the quick changes in 
Eastern Europe, Peter Jennings did a report on how the 
Soviet military establishment will have to convert its hard- 
ware to peacetime uses. He walked around tanks that will be 
turned into tractors, gloating about how the Soviet Union is 
going to have to face peace (as if the United States, rather 
than the U.S.S.R., had anything to do with peace breaking 
out in Eastern Europe). It occurred to me then that the word 
*‘conversion’”’ hadn’t appeared much in connection with the 
United States. 

To its credit, the Chronicle recently did a lengthy three- 
part series March |st-3rd on this important story of convert- 
ing military resources to peacetime uses, written by Don 
Clark, Vlai Kershner and Carl Nolte. Instead of focusing on 
how hard-hit all the defense contractors will be, and how 
there will be legions of unemployed, the pieces took the long 
view of the peace dividend as a golden opportunity for some 
real economic prosperity. 

Saul Bloom, executive director of the Arms Control Re- 
search Center, a San Francisco public-interest group, called 
the articles ‘‘well done,”’ saying, ‘‘Information indicates that 
if the United States wants to eliminate the deficit and launch 
anew age of economic prosperity, the best thing it could dois 
drop the war machine.’’ 

Bloom mentioned, however, that the issue of toxic waste 
at military bases, skimmed over in the articles, could have a 
great effect on the Bay Area’s ability to convert military 
bases. He says the Congressional Budget Office has esti- 
mated it will cost $100 billion to clean up contaminated sites, 
but the federal government plans to spend only about $879 
million next year to tackle the job.

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Putting sex back into homosexual

ference, Debra Chasnoff, executive editor of 

OUT/LOOK, the national gay quarterly that spon- 
sored the gathering, predicted it might help set the gay and 
lesbian agenda for the Nineties. 

No doubt that was an impossibly lofty goal. Besides, the 
1,000 lesbian and gay writers, readers, reporters, 
booksellers, publishers, editors and groupies who clustered 
for two days in the tacky confines of the Cathedral Hill (aka 
Jack Tar) Hotel were too busy enjoying the one simple fact 
that made the OUT Write ’90 conference possible: 
Homosexual writing and publishing is experiencing an un- 
precedented boom. 

This news, of course, made up the gist of most of the con- 
ference stories printed in the local dailies and the L.A. Times. 

The L.A. Times’ gay reporter, Victor Zonana, cited a 
stream of facts to buttress his gay-publishing-boom angle: 
There are now 37 gay bookstores nationwide, compared to 
seven a decade ago. One of those stores, A Different Light, 
with branches here, in Los Angeles and New York, now 
stocks 11,000 gay titles, compared to 900 a decade ago. 

But Zonana’s handling of his L.A. piece highlighted one 
of the thorniest issues confronting gay writers and 
publishers: How do they get their work into the mainstream, 
yet remain true to gay and lesbian experiences? The problem 
is particularly acute when that experience includes the kind 
of graphic homosex that makes some of you dear straight 
readers so queasy. 

For sure, such material is beginning to make its way out- 
side the gay ghetto. David Groff, an editor at Crown Books, 
told a panel he had high hopes that Paul Monette’s new novel 
Afterlife would sell well among straight readers. Monette 
portrays the lives of three gay men who have lost lovers to 
AIDS — and he isn’t afraid to present his protagonists as 
people whose lives also include their sexual selves. 

But gay novels and even most gay nonfiction books — no 
matter how well they sell — do not have the kind of influence 
on the mass culture that, among others, newspapers wield. 

Of course, it’s much tougher for daily newspapers to han- 
dle this kind of material — they’re almost members of their 
readers’ families. And I’m sure many of those families would 
be appalled to look away from their morning Wheaties to 
find a couple of gay guys or gals going down on each other in 
newsprint. 

But I also suspect that as long as the mass media — with the 
tacit consent of politically anxious gays — keeps gay and les- 
bian sexuality safely locked in the closet, homosexuals will 
always be the other, unfathomable and frightening, to the 
heterosexual majority.

the conference’s opening session March 3rd, he seemed 

acutely aware that he had to make this queer con- 
ference palatable to the Times’ million-plus mostly straight 
readers. ‘‘You mainstream this story by writing about the 
boom and the trend in gay literary themes,’’ he said con- 
fidently. 

So he did. And with slight variations on the theme, the 
writers for the Chronicle and Examiner reported in a similar 
vein. Thus the readers of the dailies were spared the much 
kinkier news that lively discussions of gay male and lesbian 
sexuality permeated the event. 

At a session on ‘‘AIDS and the Responsibility of the 
Writer,’’ for example, black writer Essex Hemphill de- 
nounced gay racism, telling an appreciative audience that, in 
the 1980s, white gay men were not ‘“‘concerned with the

plight of black men except as sexual objects. The black male 
was given very little representation except most often as a big 
black dick.’’ 

At the same session, Pat Califia, sex-advice columnist for 
the Advocate, spoke about ‘‘rimming, fist-fucking’’ and the 
AIDS deaths of many of her ‘‘sexual outlaw’’ friends. She 
argued that writers like her had a duty to tell the stories of the 
pre-AIDS sexual pioneers, so they wouldn’t be forgotten. 

In another panel, novelist Jane DeLynn said she feared 
censorship from some lesbians because her next novel por- 
trays gay women ‘“‘getting fucked in the ass with a dildo.”’ 

Nobody, of course, expects such nasty talk to makeits way 
into family newspapers. But it would be novel if, for once, 
these arbiters of the majority culture would stop trying to 
make gay life acceptable by taking the sex out of homosex- 
uality. 


HAT’S PROBABLY wishful thinking, given the kind 
of experiences two gay reporters at the conference said 
they’ve encountered at their respective rags. 

The Chronicle’s only black lesbian reporter, Evelyn 
White, told one workshop that working for the mainstream 
press “‘can be, in the words of [novelist] Alice Walker, a 
‘soul-murdering’ experience.”’ 

Later White told me, ‘‘I’m interested in spending my 37 
hours a week giving voice to the disenfranchised”’ but at the 
Chron she’s “‘come up against editors and managers who 
make it patently clear that’s not a priority.” 

At another panel, the Examiner’s gay pop music critic 
Barry Walters said at his paper he is “‘way out there, way gay. 
I work their nerves all the time when I come in.”’ 

Apparently a recent Walters piece, in which he told readers 
“I’m gay,’’ overworked his editors’ nerves. Walters said 
after the piece was published they asked him ‘‘ ‘won’t you 
try and write about music more and about social issues 
less?’ ’? Walters’ response? ‘‘I looked them in the eyes and 
said ‘my friends are dying. I can’t just write about guitar 
solos.’ ”’ 

To be fair, other gay reporters say they’ve had better ex- 
periences at the heterosexual dailies. The Chronicle’s David 
Tuller and the Times’ Zonana have told me they’re generally 
pleased with their treatment from editors and the play given 
to their gay stories. But then, Tuller and Zonana are both 
white males and neither is the kind of pushy queen who 
jangles the nerves of sensitive heterosexuals.

‘clean’ investing 





Thousands of investors, lured by promises of environmental stock funds, 
have poured millions of dollars into some of the nation's worst polluters

T SOUNDS like such a great idea. 

Invest in one of the nation’s 

fastest-growing industries, earn 

impressive returns on your dollar 

and help make the world a cleaner, 
greener place. 

Promises like those have made en- 
vironmental stock funds some of the 
hottest tickets on Wall Street. The Mer- 
rill Lynch Clean Technical Trust, in- 
troduced shortly after the Valdez oil 
spill, reached its $50 million goal in a 
matter of days, and before the trust 
could be closed, more than $100 million 
had poured in. The Freedom Environ- 
mental Fund, a mutual fund sponsored 
by the John Hancock Group, sold a 
startling $46 million worth of shares in 
an initial offering last fall. 

“The environment is on everybody’s 
mind right now,’’ explained David 
Beckwith, portfolio manager for the 
Freedom Environmental Fund. “‘It’s a 
big seller.’’ 

The funds are the latest trend in 


what’s become known as “‘socially 
responsible investing.’’ Brokers have 
been promoting them heavily as a way 
for investors to make money on their 
principles as well as their principal. 

The glossy, four-color Freedom En- 
vironmental Fund brochure is filled 
with pictures of mountains, waves, 
trees and the sun, over the slogan, 
“Farth, Water, Sun, Air, Growth.”’ It 
speaks of the need for ‘‘industry and 
government to mobilize to clean up the 
planet’s increasingly endangered en- 
vironment’’ and states that “‘by sup- 
porting companies working in critical 
areas of the environment, investors can 
make a positive contribution towards 
cleaning up the Earth... and creating a 
healthier quality of life.” 

But there’s something the glossy pro- 
motional brochures and the slick 
advertisements don’t tell you. Some of 
these funds — like the John Hancock 
Freedom fund and the Merrill Lynch 
trust — invest a significant percentage 
of their money in some of the nation’s 
worst industrial polluters. 


A two-year study by Progressive As- 
set Management of Oakland shows 
that thousands of environmentally- 
concerned investors have sunk millions 
of dollars into companies that poison 
aquifers, contaminate lakes and 
streams, pollute the air and discourage 
recycling and sustainable waste- 
disposal programs. 

Among the major holdings of the 
John Hancock and Merrill Lynch 
funds are Browning-Ferris Industries 
and Waste Management Inc., giant 
multinational garbage companies that 
together have paid more than $50 
million in fines and penalties for 
violating federal and state environmen- 
tal and antitrust laws over the past ten 
years. Some of the funds also buy 
stocks in major defense contractors, 
nuclear-power-plant operators and 
companies doing business in South 
Africa, the PAM report shows. 

The decisions of fund managers to 
buy stock in companies like Waste 
Management and Browning-Ferris 
have infuriated some investors, who 


say they are victims of false advertising. 
One Northern California woman, 
Ruth Dyke of Auburn, filed a com- 
plaint March 14th with the Securities 
and Exchange Commission against the 
Freedom Environmental Fund, and is 
demanding that the fund return her 
$15,000 investment. 

Not all the new environmental funds 
put money into polluters. At least two 
mutual funds, one operated by PAM, 
screen all their stock purchases careful- 
ly to ensure that none of the investors’ 
money goes to companies that have bad 
environmental records or that fail to 
meet other social-responsibility criteria 
(see sidebar). 

In fact, Peter Camejo, PAM’s presi- 
dent, has been trying to convince the 
John Hancock and Merrill Lynch 
funds to change their criteria and sell 
off companies like Waste Management 
and BFI. Merrill Lynch is still consider- 
ing his proposal, but John Hancock’s 
Freedom fund has not even bothered to 
answer his letters.

TRICTLY SPEAKING, en- 

vironmentally oriented in- 

vestment funds are nothing 

new. The New Alternatives 

Fund, a mutual fund that in- 
vests largely in alternative energy com- 
panies, has been around since 1983 and 
has performed well financially. 

But Wall Street discovered the en- 
vironment for real in 1989, in part 
because of the outcry over Exxon’s 
Alaska oil spill. A few weeks after the 
spill, Merrill Lynch sent its brokers a 
confidential ‘‘Investment Alert’’ sug- 
gesting that there were ‘‘investment op- 
portunities in pollution control.” 

“The huge oil spill in Alaska’s Prince 
William Sound may prove to be more 
than an ecological disaster,”’ the report 
stated. “‘It could prove to be the factor 
that galvanizes public opinion behind 
calls for far-reaching, coherent gov- 
ernment action to alter the way in- 
dustries deal with the environment. .. . 
[Increase efforts to protect the en- 
vironment, and provide opportunities 
for investors.’’ 


ital mobilization is about to 


begin in earnest,’’ a promotional 
document for John Hancock’s 
Freedom Environmental Fund 
states, ‘‘and that could create the 
greatest growth industry the world 
has seen since the rise of the US, 
military-industrial complex after 
World War I.” = 
They may have growth potential, 
but are companies in the waste- 
Management business a positive 
force for the environment? Not 


necessarily. In fact, records com- - 


piled by Lew Tremaine, a researcher 
with Progressive Asset Manage- 
ment, suggest that some of the in- 
dustry leaders are just the opposite. 

‘Tremaine has put together rec- 
ords from the Environmental Pro- 


tection Agency and numerous state — 


regulators, as well as reports from 
several major newspapers and envi- 
ronmental groups that show how 
the two biggest waste haulers in the 
United States, Browning-Ferris In- 
dustries and Waste Management 
Inc., have left a trail of dirty air, 
poison water, scarred lands and 
angry communities. Today, many 
activists put the two companies near 
the top of the list of the world’s 
worst environmental villains, 
Twenty years ago, the two firms 


were relatively small local garbage. 


companies, Browning-Ferris in 
Houston and Waste Management 
in Chicago. Today, the two firms 
control about half the nation’s 
garbage-hauling business. They 


grew by gobbling up competitors — 


whenever possible, expanding into 
hew areas as fast as they opened up 
and contributing generously to pol- 


iticians whenever the government 


seemed about to get in the way. 


Recently, the two firms have also. 


begun contributing to major en- 
vironmental organizations. 

In the process, they’ve run into a 
fair amount of legal trouble. Of- 
ficials of both firms have been con- 
victed of price-fixing as well as brib- 
ing public officials (Browning- 
Ferris in Texas, Waste Management 
in Illinois). They’ve also racked up a 


The report urged brokers to promote 
the stocks of leading ‘‘pollution con- 
trol’’ firms like Browning-Ferris and 
Waste Management Inc. ‘‘We think 
the long-term operating outlook for the 
pollution-control industry is becoming 
increasingly positive,’’ the report 
noted. 

Shortly afterward, Merrill Lynch 
established a “‘unit investment trust’’ 
which focused on the environmental 
sector. The firm sold shares in the trust 
and used the money to buy a set of 
stocks it will hold for a specified 
number of years and then sell, distrib- 
uting any profits to the trust share- 
holders. At about the same time, Fidel- 
ity released the first major environmen- 
tal mutual fund, known as the Fidelity 
Select Environmental Fund. Although 
Merrill Lynch and Fidelity never speci- 
fically claimed their funds were 
“socially responsible,’’ the companies 
and their brokers didn’t .exactly tell 
their clients the whole story, either. 
They didn’t explain, for example, that 
they were buying the stocks of busi- 
nesses that have become notorious na- 
tionwide for their destructive en- 
vironmental practices.

The companies have recently 
mounted full-scale campaigns to 
repair their public images and make 
peace with the environmental move- 
ment. In 1988, Browning-Ferris. 
hired former EPA Director William 
Ruckleshaus as chief executive of- 
ficer, apparently in the hope that 
Ruckleshaus’s *‘clean’’ reputation 
would convince skeptics that the 


_ company was serious about reform. 


But according to a Nov. 6, 1989 arti- 
cle in The Nation, Ruckleshaus, who 
earns $1 million a year at his new job, 
had other responsibilities, too, in- 
cluding “‘overseeing a coalition of 
Fortune 500 companies that sought 
to weaken the Superfund law.”

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DECADE OF THE DISAPPEARED 


With so many citizens and so much money vanishing mysteriously, Latin 
Americans are calling the 1980s la decada perdida — the lost decade

HIS WINTER the unsettling 

whimper of massacre leaked 

out of Panama like bad air 

from a leached balloon. One 

exile arrived here in Mexico 
City telling the tale of 87 adolescent 
cadets shot, one by one, at the Rio 
Hato Military Institute by elements of 
the 82nd Airborne. That rumor arrived 
Jan. 9th, during a ‘‘U.S. Out’’ gather- 
ing at the monument of the Ninos 
Heroes (boy heroes), a score of teenage 
Mexican Army trainees murdered by 
North American troops a century anda 
half ago to launch the invasion in which 
Washington stole the western United 
States from Mexico. 

This year the remembrance of that 
ancient massacre also marked the 26th 
anniversary of the killing of 21 
Panamanian students by gringo sharp- 
shooters, after the flagwaving kids had 


invaded the Canal Zone to burn the 
Stars and Stripes and raise their own 
nation’s standard. In Panama City this 
January, that occasion was remem- 
bered by a small group of mourners in 
the bombed-out cemetery where the 
“Martyrs of ’64’”’ are buried — the 
gathering was the first overt protest 
against the most recent North Amer- 
ican invasion there. 

, This constellation of massacres rep- 
resents a common theme in Latin 
American political culture. Indeed, 
such grisly tales of military infanticide 
unfold even in imaginary Latin lands: 
The ancient dictator in Gabriel Garcia 
Marquez’s masterful Autumn of the 
Patriarch was perpetually haunted by 
the singing of the boy cadets he himself 
had drowned out there in an ocean he 
subsequently sold to the Norte 
Americanos. 

A mysterious congruence with 
deaths already foretold in Latin liter- 


ature haunts Latin America’s political 
scene. We are informed that Panama’s 
former strongman walked out of the 
Papal Nuncio’s pearly gates with two 
books under his arm: a Holy Bible and 
a novel by Isabel Allende, two works of 
the magic realism that has charac- 
terized Latin America’s literature — 
and its political life. 


EIZING ON the capture of 
Noriega with great delicacy, 
the National Broadcasting 
Company shifted the focus to 
Mexico on January 7th-9th, 
with a six-hour, three-installment 
docudrama, ‘‘Drug Wars: The 
Camarena Case,’’ a slambang Miami 
Vice-clone retelling of the intimate rela- 
tions between Kiki Camarena, a Guada- 
lajara-born, Calexico-raised dead 
agent of the Drug Enforcement Agen- 
cy, and Rafael Caro Quintero, the 
Mexican drug-lord-Robin Hood, who 


allegedly did the deed. This work of 
drug-war fiction, adapted from Time 
reporter Elaine Shannon’s opus, ‘‘Des- 
peradoes,’’ was reputedly beamed in by 
40 million viewers, the vast majority no 
doubt skewered on the drug of their 
choice but attentive to NBC newsman 
Brian Ross when he informed voters 
that Mexico was crawling with “‘local 
Noriegas.’’ Anchorman Tom Brokaw 
climaxed the spectacular by suggesting 
that an invasion of Mexico was one 
possible avenue for avenging 
Camarena’s death. 

Following on the heels of the Pan- 
ama adventure and the announced 
1,500-troop militarization of Mexico’s 
northern border, such an ungloved 
threat as this drug-war spectacular lit 
up the gasjets in Mexico City. For 
several days, worried citizens scoured 
the skies whenever an airliner flew low 
over the city. 

“The trafficker. is out to make us 


look stupid, which is what the Mex- 
icans live for,’’ Camarena’s portrayer, 
Stephen Bauer, told the Chronicle’s 
pink section Jan. 7th. ‘The Mexicans 
don’t like us. They want to infect our 
youth. They don’t know any better.” 

‘‘First Panama, and now they are go- 
ing to come after the rest of us. They 
will land troops in Colombia and then 
Mexico, saying they have a right to 
come and capture narcos on our own 
soil,’’ darkly predicted Garcia 
Marquez, as a U.S. nuclear-powered 
fleet carried George Bush to southern 
waters for the next round of the fun- 
filled war on drugs. 


ESPITE THE night mists, 
the Panama invasion may 
have been the most screen- 
ready bloodletting in the 
history of Yanqui interven- 
tionism. As if under Oliver Stone’s 
unflinching whip, the overwhelmingly 
Hispanic and black invasion force 
alternately burned down neighbor- 
hoods and distributed Christmas can- 
dy. ‘‘Go on and touch him! He’s just 
like your G.I. Joe doll,’’ one Civic 
Crusade matron urged her terrified 
five-year-old. 

In a segment entitled ‘‘Colonel Rock 
Takes Ceiba,’’ a U.S. officer with a 
Hollywood handle freed seven U.S. 
drug suspects on a prison island. Bat- 
like Stealth bombers plied the tropical 
midnight with rockets’ red glare (433 
bomb impacts on the University of 
Panama seismographs). 

The New York Times man here told 
me this touching scenario: On the night 
Manuel Noriega came in from the cold, 
the Delta Force seized Roberto ‘‘Brains 
of Stone’’ Duran’s duplex overlooking 
the Papal Nuncio’s digs as a command 
post. The three-time-ex-champ’s ask- 
ing price: an affadavit from the com- 
manding officer that he had successful- 
ly worked off 90 days of community 
service ordered by a Dade County 
judge as punishment for driving with 
his nose. 

Throughout this perverse screen- 
play, the U.S. military was thoughtful 
enough to provide Hispanic-looking 
actors, at least 25 percent of the total 
force, by those who keep count. The 
Cuban-Americans were said to have 
been the cruelest bringers of the bad 
news, drawing guard duty at the polit- 
ical concentration camps where more 
than 5,000 dissidents were forcibly con- 
gregated. Of the 25 U.S. military dead, 
three corpses should get screen credits: 
a Peruvian, Alejandre Manriquez 
Lozano, 30, buried at Arlington; a 
Mexican, Isaac Jorge Rodriguez, 24; 
and a Colombian whose name I’m still 
trying to track down. All apparently 
had enlisted with economic advance- 
ment in mind. 

Fictionalizing Panama required the 
cutting edge of Yanqui know-how. Im- 
portant identities had to be altered with 
alacrity. Guillermo Endara, known 
universally to his countrymen as 
“Porky Pig,’’ was transformed into 
“the democratically elected president 
of Panama’’ at U.S. Fort Clayton an 
hour before the bombs began to fall — 
a claim later confirmed by the South- 
ern-Command-implaced election com- 
mission, although only 200 of 2,000 
electoral precincts had ever reported 
during the aborted U.S.-finagled vote- 
taking last May. To substantiate 
Porky’s victory, members of his 
“Cruzada Civil’’ produced ballot 
boxes they had taken home with them 
after the May elections were called off. 

The puppetmasters gave Endara two 
vice presidents: Gne the son of the an- 
cient racist Armulfo Arias, a man who 
advocated the deportation of all blacks 
and Hindus from Panama; the other 
Guillermo ‘‘Lavamatic’’ Ford. who 
gained his distinctive nickname laund- 
sting container-shiploads of Medellin 
cartel $100 bills in the closeted 
Panamanian banking system.

N EERIE fluorescence is 
bathing the Americas. 
Maybe it is only the nostal- 
gia for invasions past. 
Maybe it is explainable by 
the cloud of billions of recently-arrived 
African locusts, filtering the tropical 
light. It has even been suggested that 
this flickering effluence is the effect of a 
generation of magic realists whose 
literary dreams are now webbing the 
distant, greenhouse-affected sky and 
being squeezed through the Latin tube. 

Nowhere else in Latin America, 
communication experts confide, has 
television pervaded the lives of the poor 
as in Brazil, where Jorge Amado’s 
miracle novels are routinely the stuff of 
daytime felenovelas (soap operas), an 
art form the Brazilians have cooked in- 
to high kitsch. 

Brazil is also a country where poverty 
is creating a new race of pygmies: In its 
starving northeast, birthweights are 
equivalent to those of African pygmies. 
It is a country where 307 mostly black 
beggar children were found brutally 
murdered on the streets of two Rio 
suburbs in the past year, gunned down 
by death squads, an invention with 
which Brazil gifted the continent dur- 
ing the guerrilla-riddled Sixties. 

In 1985, Brazil held its first presiden- 
tial elections in a generation, and the 
man who won promptly died an agon- 
izing 16-day death whose throes were 
broadcast into every kitchen on the 
subcontinent. 

In December 1989, Brazil had 
another presidential election, in which 
a bearded, nine-fingered Bolshevik 
machinist named Lula nearly won the 
job. The hurlyburly, cutthroat cam- 
paign was beamed to this nation of 140 
million from sunup to sundown and, in 
the end, the winner proved to be a 
young tycoon who doubles as the 
Brazilian karate champ and owns the 
nation’s major television network. 


EOPLE ARE disappearing 
down here, to your south. In 
the decade that was just ter- 
minated with the Panama in- 
vasion, 100,000-plus_resi- 
dents of Latin America have disap- 
peared. In Brazil, 2,000 souls a day are 
taken into the darkness by violent 
death. Some bodies are found. We will 
never really know how many Panama- 
nians the Yanqui war machine recently 
disappeared into common graves and 
beyond. The Pentagon tells us 203; 
Noriega sources say 4,000. 

At the top of the continental hit list is 
Guatemala: 40,000 disappeared at last 
count, an entire nation vanishing gland 
by gland — some, it is strongly sug- 
gested, disappearing into body-parts 
replacements for their largest northern 
neighbor. Argentina, where U.S. for- 
ensic anthropologists pick through the 
bones to match them up with photos of 
the disappeared, comes next with 
30,000. Salvador never registers very 
high on the list of the vanished because 
there the missing are found soon 
enough, parted from their mutilated 
limbs with surgical skill so they can be 
jigsaw-puzzled back into identifiable, 
countable victims whose numbers are 
thought to temper civil resistance. 

Not only have so many citizens of 
southern lands evaporated into the 
ether this past decade, but so has the 
decade itself, now being called here /a 
decada perdida — lost to such leach- 
ings as interest payments on an unpay- 
able, unfathomable foreign debt that 
stunts economies the way malnutrition 
stunts babies. 

In Mexico the minimum wage was 
$7.15 when the last decade began. To- 
day it is $3.75. The currency has de- 
valuated 11,000 percent. In Bolivia, the 
disappearing buying power of the peo- 
ple is stalled only by erasing six figures 
from the currency. 





EVERAL YEARS back, I 

was seated in a cafe in the 

posh Miraflores district of 

Lima, perusing a volume in 

which it is 1991 and shoe- 
shine-boy revolutionaries are hurling 
firebombs at that same Miraflores cafe 
where I was sitting. The book was en- 
titled The Real Life of Alejandre Mayta 
and its author, Mario Vargas Llosa, is 
now the odds-on favorite to win the 
presidency of his country in real-life 
April elections. 

The country the suave and patroniz- 
ing Vargas is about to inherit is one 
even he could scarcely imagine. In the 
years since Mayra, Peru has turned into 
a bruised Hieronymus Bosch night- 
mare of a nation in which the army digs 
up already well-stocked graveyards in 
the dark to hide the Indians it 
slaughtered in the daylight, and the 
messianic, Maoist Sendera Luminosa 
(Shining Path) slits the throats of a 
thousand alpaca in a single night. 

But nowhere else has magic realism 
turned darker than in Garcia 
Marquez’s native Colombia, where 
death is mopping up the landscape. 
Some 35 years back, in this turbulent 
nation, 200,000 citizens died in “La 
Violencia’’ between conservatives 
(blue) and liberals (red), in a war of col- 
ors the Crips and the Bloods would 
have envied. Now national homicidal 
instincts have meshed with the existen- 
tial nature of the nation’s drug of 
choice, and 20 bodies are recovered 
every day in downtown Bogota alone. 
Unaccountably, as if nourished by so 
rich a paste of blood and cocaine, the 
Colombian economy is one of the con- 
tinent’s only booming events. 

Jorge Eliesar Gaitan, the liberal 
politician whose assassination set off 
the volcano of La Violencia had a fun- 
eral of his own in Bogota recently. A 
flask of water from the Panama Canal 
gently set into his new casket, the dead 
revolutionary was reburied upright 
under a cypress tree. Garcia Marquez 
himself could not have conjured up a 


- more synchronistic closing.

Investing 
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The funds were also buying stocks 
that many environmentalists might 
find objectionable for other reasons. 
The Fidelity fund, for example, in- 
cludes Perkin Elmer, a nuclear- 
weapons contractor involved in the 
Star Wars project, as well as Westing- 
house, one of the nation’s largest 
manufacturers of nuclear-power 
plants. The Merrill Lynch trust holds 
stock in Combustion Engineering, 
recently bought out by ABB Engineer- 
ing, a nuclear-power-plant contractor 
that does business in South Africa. 

The John Hancock Freedom fund, 
introduced later in 1989, did advertise 
itself as ‘socially responsible.”’ In fact, 
the fund’s marketing campaign was 
geared directly toward environmen- 
talists — and by all indications, the 
campaign worked. 

Camejo, who heads the first full- 
service socially- responsible broker- 
dealership in the country, was among 
those initially impressed with the 
Freedom fund. ‘‘It appears that you 
genuinely want to establish a fund 
made up of corporations that are help- 
ing to protect the environment,’’ he 
wrote in an Oct. 16, 1989 letter to the 
fund’s managers. However, he 
warned, ‘‘we are concerned that we 
don’t get into the situation of en- 
couraging people to invest in your 
mutual fund, only to discover that you 
later add corporations with very bad 
environmental records,” and asked for 


information on how the fund would 
screen its investments. 

The Freedom fund managers never 
responded directly to that question. 
But the prospectus — the formal, legal 
document that lays out an investment 
fund’s rules and procedures — was very 
straightforward: ‘‘The Fund’s invest- 
ment objective,’’ it stated, ‘‘is to seek 
long-term growth of capital through in- 
vestment primarily in common stocks 
of companies which, in the Adviser’s 
opinion, contribute to a cleaner and 
healthier environment.”” 

Among those attracted by the fund’s 
promises was Ruth Dyke, a longtime 
client of Camejo’s. Dyke told the Bay 
Guardian she had been active in en- 
vironmental causes since the 1960s, 
when she was bringing up her family in 
Houston. ‘‘My son was asthmatic, and 
we were surrounded by all those chem- 
ical refineries,’’ she explained. “‘It was 
clear to me that this was terribly un- 
healthy, although I could never prove 
anything.”’ 

Dyke said she was impressed by the 
Freedom fund prospectus. ‘‘It said the 
fund would invest worldwide in com- 
panies cleaning up the environment,”’ 
she said. ‘‘That’s the kind of effort I 
wanted to support.’? When the fund 
went on sale in the fall of 1989, she 
bought a $15,000 share. 

But within a few months, the firm 
began to release reports on the com- 
panies it had purchased with the money 
from Dyke and others. Among its top 
five domestic holdings, a Jan. 10, 1990 
report showed, were Waste Manage- 
ment Inc. and Chemical Waste Man- 
agement, 80 percent of which is owned 
by Waste Management Inc. Overall, 
more than 20 percent of the firm’s 
holdings were in companies that collect 
and dispose of garbage and hazardous 
waste. Less than five percent was in- 
vested in recycling firms. 

“Tt was terrible,’’ Camejo told the 
Bay Guardian. ‘‘All these concerned 
people had put their money into the 
fund in good faith, and the portfolio 
managers were buying stocks that rep- 
resented everything the environmen- 
talist investors were against.” 


ASICALLY, WHAT the 

John Hancock and Merrill 

Lynch fund managers have 

done is invest in what they 

call ‘‘pollution control’’ 
companies — businesses that collect 
and dispose of industrial waste, toxic 
materials and ordinary residential and 
commercial trash. “‘The people who do 
that work are contributing to society in 
an important way,’’ Beckwith, who 
makes investment decisions for the 
Freedom fund, told the Bay Guardian. 
“After all, somebody has to take out 
the garbage.”’ 

There’s no question that garbage has 
become a big — and very lucrative — 
business. At Browning-Ferris, revenue 
has more than doubled in the past four 
years, to about $2.5 billion in 1989. 
Waste Management, the industry 
leader, brought in about $4.5 billion. 
Both firms have been aggressively buy- 
ing up smaller companies and have been 
expanding into areas like medical-waste 
treatment, garbage-to-energy plants, as- 
bestos abatement and portable toilets 
(‘a particularly profitable area,’ ac- 
cording to a Merrill Lynch report). 


But just because these firms are mak- | 


ing money by collecting and disposing 
of garbage doesn’t mean they are help- 
ing the environment. ‘‘Sure, somebody 
has to pick up your trash,’’ noted 
Camejo. ‘‘But if they’re taking it away 
from your house and then dumping it 
in the river, it doesn’t do a whole lot for 
the health of the planet.” 

In fact, some local environmen- 
talists expressed outrage when told 
that a fund advertising itself as 
environmentally conscious had put 
money into Waste Management and 
Browning-Ferris. 

“I find that totally inappropriate,”’ 
Mike Belliveau, program director for 


the San Francisco-based Citizens for a 
Better Environment, told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Those two firms are 
among the worst polluters globally. 
They have ravaged lands and commu- 
nities around the world in the name of 
making a buck. They are certainly nota 
part of the solution — they’re a major 
part of the problem.” 

In Los Angeles, CBE organizer Jill 
Ratner is fighting a Browning-Ferris 
plan to turn an undeveloped canyon in- 
to the nation’s largest landfill. “‘The 
county has designated the site a signifi- 
cant ecological area,’’ she told the Bay 
Guardian. ‘‘Browning-Ferris wants to 
bury it under 215 million tons of 
garbage.”” 

Ratner said she agrees that some- 
body has to take on the mounting prob- 
lems of solidwaste management. ‘‘But 
there are two ways to do that,’’ she 
said. ‘You can work on promoting re- 
cycling, or you can build new landfills. 
Browning-Ferris makes money off 
landfills. They talk about recycling 
projects, but the fact is, they have done 
very little to promote recycling in 
Southern California.’’ 

When Camejo realized where the 
John Hancock Freedom fund money 
was going, he stopped advising clients 
to buy the fund, and told clients like 
Dyke what had happened. Dyke wrote 
to the fund on Feb. 28th, complaining 
about misrepresentation and demand- 
ing her money back. 

“TI am left with the impression that 
you want to appear as though you are 
concerned about our environment so 
that people like myself will invest in 
your fund,”’ she wrote. ‘‘But in reality 
you will invest in any company in cer- 
tain industrial sectors, regardless of 
their environmental record.....The 
fact is that your advertising is mislead- 
ing and your prospectus clearly states 
an orientation that you are not 
following.” 

Since she has received no response, 
she’s also filed a complaint with the 
Securities and Exchange Commission, 
which regulates the nation’s stock ex- 
changes and brokers. Her complaint 
alleges that the fund fraudulently 
presented itself as an investment op- 
portunity that would be limited to en- 
vironmentally responsible companies. 

If the SEC doesn’t take action, she 
said, she’s considering a lawsuit. “‘I 
hope it doesn’t come to that,’’ Dyke 
said. ‘‘I’d rather the fund give back the 
money to all the investors who feel they 
were cheated, and let them put their 
money somewhere else. But I’m pre- 
pared to take this as far as I have to.” 


N THE meantime, Progressive 

Asset Management is trying to 

pressure Merrill Lynch, John 

Hancock and others to revise their 

investment criteria. Camejo flew to 
Boston last fall and met with a Merrill 
Lynch official, Stan Craig, who, 
Camejo said, expressed support for a 
change in the company’s Clean Techni- 
cal Trust. The Merrill Lynch Unit Trust 
Department is reviewing Craig’s pro- 
posals for a more rigorous environ- 
mental screening process. 

Whatever the outcome of that pro- 
cess, to ensure that investors have a 
clean environmental alternative, PAM 
has helped start a new mutual fund, 
called the Progressive Environmental 
Fund, that invests only in companies 
that have been carefully screened and 
certified as contributing to a healthy 
environment (see sidebar). Further, the 
fund donates a percentage of its rev- 
enue to the Environmental Federation 
of America, an umbrella organization 
that funds environmental groups 
around the country. 

The managers of the Progressive En- 
vironmental Fund recognize that com- 
panies working in pollution control will 
occasionally have accidents. ‘‘The in- 
tent of the company is far more impor- 
tant,” PAM’s report states. ‘Has it 
been found guilty of polluting as a delib- 
erate way ofincreasingits profits?”
